1. Short title and commencement. ( 1 ) These

The documents required to be 
filed with the Registrar under section 58 ( 1 ) and 60 
shall be deemed to be duly verified if they are signed 
and certified by all the partners or by a specially 
authorised agent on behalf of a partner declaring 
the statement made therein to be true to his know 
ledge and belief in the presence of at least one witness 
who shall attest the signatures by signing his name, 
provided that when a document is verified by a spe 
cially authorised agent , the original power of attor 
ney or an express letter of authority from the part 
ner concerned shall be produced for the inspection 
of the Registrar to prove authentication . 


10. Enquiries and investigations by the Registrar
